Dear Sir: 


The Society's collection of decorations and war 
medals has so greatly increased during the past two years 
that the swing-cases for exhibiting it prove entirely in- 
adequate. Unfortunately, one-third of the collection is 
not on view owing to this. lack of space. 


The swing-cases are hung on two sides of each 
of the four columns in the exhibition room, and it has 
been found practicable, by providing larger bases, to hang 
five cases instead of the present three to the columns, 
thereby increasing our exhibition space by two-thirds. 


The additional sixteen cases will provide ade- 
quate space for this valuable collection, which is prob- 
ably the largest and most important in existence.
